3. Now cut out pictures from the cards to 
go with each letter. You can have more 
than one for each letter, but it will be 
hard to find some.

4. Decide whether to have 2 or 3 letters on 
a page. If you have only a few pictures 
for a letter, put 3 letters ona page. Leave

especially smart you could 
sew some lace all round the 
edges. 

Another toy made from 
a box might be a farm 
house. Make a pitched roof 
from stiff paper or card- 
board. The lid could be 
covered in green paper or 
painted to make a field. 
Cows could be cut out from 
magazine pictures with 
bases made of plastercine. 
Or you could model the 
animals directly. from 
plastercine. Lying down 
ones are the simplest, but 
standing models can be 
made if you do not make 
the legs too thin, and if you 
strengthen them with small 
pieces of used match sticks 
inside the plastercine legs. 
Remember too to get all the 
legs absolutely even.

All kinds of small toys 
can be made from egg 
boxes and cotton reels. 
These are very good for 
experimenting with, as the 
materials cost nothing 
except for the glue. So it 
von't matter if you spoil 


your first efforts. 


Apart from books you 
can get ideas from looking 
in toyshop windows or 
stalls at bazaars. 
Wool shops, too, often 
stock patterns for knitted 
toys or for those made from 
felt. So be a Wide Awake 
Brownie. Keep your eyes 
open and you will find 
many ideas to help you to 
decide what toys to make.
